Now England— Light fronts on 8th and 
9th, in luwluudtii very little damage. 
Corn cutting begnn and the crop is 
aboTO the average. Potato rot not in- 
creasing. Cranbcffij erop ii wtiiDated 
Mt sUgbl^ below the «T«rage. 

New York— Seeding wmI advanced. 
Bnekwhesthanreet begun; large crop. 
Son* oora est. Some potato rot, but 
nPoqMOti food. Hope and grapes below 
tb« avwage. Tobacco needa two weeks 
tomatnre. 

Pennsylvania— The cool oighta were 
unfavorable to the mattiring of corn and 
tobacco, the latter is being cut as rap- 
idly as possible and promises the largest 
and finest crop ever raisod in the state. 
Potatoes uro aboat all lifted; very little 
rot. A heavv bnokwheat crop. Seed- 
ingproper wul begin next week. 

JNew Jmey—TM cool wet weather 
' has greatly retarded plowing and seed- 
ing and matnring of fruit, vine truck 
and com. Pastures are much improved 
In all sections. Potatoes are yielding 
well, and but little rot is reported. 

Maryland and Delaware— Heavy rains 
retarded seeding and cauned potjitoes to 
rot and cannintr interests to But!'er. 
Late tobacco was improved. The yield 
of fruit and vegetables will be large. 

Virginia— Some tobacco being cut. 
Warm, dry weather needed. Light 
frost on Weilnesday and Thursday in 
the mountain districts, but no damage 
retHirted. 

Nurtli Carolina- A dry and favorable 
week for fariu work, but cool nights 
were injuriims to cotton: the crop is 
badly ruHted; is wh^'ddiiig and opening 
very ak>\vl> . Tobacco is light and of 
l>oor quality. Wheat aad oaliiMiing 

18 in progrenK. 

South Carolina- The cool weather and 
excessive rainw of previous week cauaed 
niRt, sheddint; and rotting of cotton 
bolls; 2f> per cent, injury full. 

Alabama- Cotton continues to shed; 
the cool dry weather caused the plant to 
stop blooming; thccropiw badly diseased, 
and the yield will be reduced 2'i per 
cent. All other crops are n»H»ding rain. 

MiKsibsipin— Cotton is opening rapidlv 
in the soutlieni part of the state A l;ite 
season wouhl develop some top croj' in 
the delta and northern counties. A lar^e 
hay crop in saved. Showers beuehted 
crops generally. 

Louisiana- C'otfon on the tiplands has 
fallen off jfenerallv, owm^^ t^.rll^t, blight 
and shedding, but sciiuewbat better in 
lowlands. Rice and rane were esj)ecially 
the late cro{), and is suffering from 
drouth. Com and hay arebeta^BMMd. 
All gardviiB Heed rdiii. 

Arkansas — The weather has been too 
cool for cotton, but was favorable for 
corn and otlier croiw. Cotton picking 
has commenced. The cool nights con- 
tinue, and tb* oottOB oontlaiMi to fttU off 
slowly. 

Texas— The first crop of early-planted 
cotton is generally gi>od; showers have 
improved late cotton and the top crop 
over the northern, central and eastern 
portioub; in otlier portioiiM the gi'owth 
has 6top])ed aud rain would be or little 
benefit. Worms have disappeared. 

Tennessee— Cotton opening slowly; 
some rust and shedding rei>orted. Fall 
seeding delayed by drouth: rain needed 
in central and western sections for plow- 
ing. Peanuts injured by cool, dry 
weather. Late potatoes doing well. 

Kentucky—The growth of all crops 
has been retarded by cool, damp 
weather, and warm, sunshiny days are 
required to mature them. The early 
tobacco is lx;ing cut, but generally the 
crop is very lat**. Fall plowing is pro- 
gressing. Corn is very green for the 
season and will not be oat of danger 
from frost before the 2r)th. 

Ohio — Corn will be matured in north- 
em sections in two weeks; in the middle 
and southern sections in one week, and 
it aboat safe from frost in the central 
portion of the southern section at pres- 
ent. Wheat seeding is progressing fine- 
ly. There waa a large yield of {xjtatoes. 
Fall pasture* are lEoit and need rain. 
Frost on the 8th, Mh and 10th, bat no 
dameufe. 

Micnigan— The weather has been a 

little too coolJ[or corn, but the croj) will 
be safe in ten days, some early l>eing 
cot; catting will be general tlie latter 
part of the coming week. Light frosts 
ocrarred the Htli and iith in the in- 
terior of the st.ite. but no damage re- 
ported. Seeding is nrogressing ateadilv. 

Dlinois- Corn will \wi safe in iiorth- 
em counties by Oct. 1 , in the central 
and southern counties 70 per cent, is 
now safe, and the remainder wiil be 
safe on Oct. 1. Plowing is nearly com- 
pleted in southern counties aud seeding 
has begun. 

Indiana -Rei>orts from all iHjrtiohs of 
the state indicate that most of the corn 
will bo safe from front by October 1. 
The past week has been too cool and 
com u maturing slowly. 

Iowa — Com has made fair progress, 
about one-third being ripe enough to cut 
and shock; one-third wUl be beyond 
danger of frost in ten warm days, and 
thebaJance needs three weeks. The po- 
tato harvest has b««un and all indica- 
tions of a heavy yield. 

Wiaoonain— Ten days without a heavy 
fratt will folly mature all that remains 
of the oom crop, wbioh ia about one 
third of a erop in tii* Borthweato i ' B por- 
tion, and about half a crop in aoutheast 
portion of the state. Tobacco is safe 
and if nearly all booied. The groood ia 
•stnoMly di7-. 



Minnesota— ( orn lias im|)rovcd great- 
ly this week, and ten days of warm 
weather will place it beyond danger 
from frosts. Thresliing progressing; 
wheat grades high and yield is good. 
Corn will be below average. Fall plow- 
ing counneiu'e<l. 

North and Smth Dakota --Conditions 
were favorable for completing the har- 
vest, stacking and thrashing in Nonh 
Dakota, and for stackiiiLC, threshing, 
marketing and haying in S<intli Dakota. 
Corn is inatuiin^; finely in extreme 
southern portion, elsewhere ia frosted, 
but fair. Th* groBBd it diy ia both 

states. 

MisKouri Torn maturini.' well: early 
planted is out of danger from frost, but 
late com needs ten days of good WesthWf. 
It is too dry for fall se<'ding. 

Kansas - All w <•,»■ secure from t ; ost ex- 
•ept lata corn in tlie northern counties, 
which has been greatly improved by 
rains, and will be safe by the 20th or 
2,")th. 

('oloi iwlo— Corn is being cut in Sotith- 
eastrrn Colorado. Elsewhere it is late. 
The potato crop will be e.xcellent. All 
fruits are ripening well. No frosts in 
the agricultural districts during the 
week. 

Nebraska — The wcuk was cold and 
unfavorable for corn, which is riiwning 
olowly aiid unevenly. The btdk oftiit) 
corn crop will l)e out of daiiirer 
in from ten days to two weeks in north 
•Nebraska. 

Oregon — ThresliiiiLT i> alxiut over, and 
wlie.it yields fidiii to .">() bu>hels per 
acre. ( 'orn is a uimd crop. Hops sus- 
tained considerable daiua;,'(' from lice.

Out of thirty-eight 
I>oopl« who ware thrown into tho wstor, 
eight were seised by sharks »nd kflled, 
and one man had a leg bitten off. 

SHOT IN THE NECK. 



Quarrel lli-tweeii Iiuliuua FaruierH IC<?*ulta 
in One UeceivlUK • fatal Wound. 

Tebbe Haittb, Sept. 14. —A proba- 
bla murder was eommitted in the 
cotmtry south of this city Saturday, by 
the shooting of Chaunoy VanCleave, a 
fanner, aged forty, by young Will 
Forbes, the twenty-two-year old son of 
Calvin Forbes, whose farm adjoins that 
of the wounded man. The two families 
have been in constant tmtUo Willi «ach 
other for some time. 

Saturday afternoon VanCleave met 
the two Forbes on a road near the lat- 
ters house. They had a few words, 
when Van( leave drew his pistol. The 
boy was tlie (juickest, however, and he 
shot Van! leave, the ball entering the 
neck, where it is still lodged. Tlio 
wound is i)ronounced fatal by Dr. Van- 
Cleave, brother of the man shot, who is 
his attendant. The boy drove to this 
city and gave himself up. Later he was 
released on |l,5tK» bond to await the 
news from the bedside of the wounded 
man. If he dies the defendant will be 
rearrested and the bail increased.

Liserpool. arrived yesterday at (^ui^ens- 
town in a battered condition, after a 
perilous voyage across the Atlantic. 
Early on the morning of the 6th. while 
the Ariidona was steaming rai>idlv in a 
fog, an unknown sailing vessel, believed 
to be a large coasting lohooaar, cdlidod 

with the Ari/oii.i. 

The shi>ck was very great, and aroused 
the pa-seiigers fr un their \>ecln. For a 
time the great e>t excitement reigned, 
until it was found that the steamer was 
not.aBiii.any feared, abotit to go to the 
bottom. The stem of the schooner struck 
tile Arizoii I S jinrt quarter. Thirty feet 
of the rails of the steamship deck were 
carried away anil a life-boat smashed, 
Thedeck WHS considerably damaged, and 
several plates of tlw T«ssal*s elde Were 
ba<lly iiiil -nted. 

Wliil.' tiie extent of the injury to the 
steamer was being ascertained, life belts 
were prepared for the use of the ()h.s- 
sengera. and every preparatii^n ])ossible 

made for liie nH\ iitg of life iii C,lri> the 

steamship should pr>)ve a wreck. Fears 
of such a catastrophe were, however, 
soon allaye<l, though it was a long time 
before tlie passengers recovered from 
tiie shock of their sudden awakening. 

Search was made for the colliding 
schooner, but not a sign could be seen, 
nor was a cry heard. The terrible shock 
had apparentlv crushed tiie sailing ves- 
sel in a twinkling, and caused her to 
founder. Part of the bowsprit of the 
schooner remained on the Arizona's 
deck! and other wreckage indicated the 
fate of the unfortunate mariners. The 
Arizona's machinery had not suffered by 
the collieion, aud the voyage was pur- 
sued at the usual speed, and with no 
farther aoddant.

Csl Mason, of Frankfort, in a report to 
0 state iopartmont on what he tenao 
the German crisis in broadstnffs, pro- 
sents soma very intereoting stotements 
respecting the most notabu commercial 
event of , the year ia Europe— the Rus- 
sian deoreo fCrbidding the exportotion of 
n'o from Russia to any foreign country. 
This Mr. Mason regarao as ofuiyokal to 
official declaration. 

Harvests of cereals in Russia is so de- 
ficient that tho export of Rye must bo 
forbidden ia otdor to avert danger of 
famine tbero. Mr. Mason presents somo 
data which shows how seriously thisun- 
expected edict is likely to affect the 
bread supplv of Germany. Very little 
pure wheat Dread, ho says, is eaten by 
the middle and lower classes in Ger- 
many. The "staff of life" to a vast ma- 
joritv of the German people is black 
bread, made with flour groi nd from a 
mixture of rye and an inferior qoali^ ot 
wheat. The consumption of this mate- 
rial is so enormous that G^erfloany im- 
ported 947,375 tons of rye, of which 88 
per cent., as well as 55 per cent, of the 
whole import of wheat into Germany, 
came from Russia. 

The recent edict therefore cuts off 
nearly five-sixths of the entire foreign 
r>e sujiuly of (ierraany. How difficult 
it would be to fill this great deficit by 
increased importations from other coun- 
tries, Mr. Mason stiys. will be evident 
from the fact that the entire export of 
rye to (iermany. from l''N4 to 1888. 
from the six co in'.ries which rank t ext 
to Rus,sia as jmHlucers of cere i g. aver- 
age<l but 0.14!J.;W1 bu hels a^ear. The 
average of rye expov s from these coun- 
tries during this i)erii d wa as follows: 
Ronmania, :2,'>»'.',i<:i:! bushels: France, 
1,888.000 bushels: Unitel Statt s. 1.J72,- 
666 bushels; Canad.t, IlHl.iitJd Imshels; 
Turkey, 1:1'J.(mi(i bt s w s: Servia. so.tttK) 
bushels. This is 1 ix- ly one fourtli of 
the rye export to ( er : any tniin Russia 
last year. 

Mr. Ma.son t inl^s it cldiibtfiil. iu \iew 
of the short ceri al crops whi< li prv vail 
this summer, n cire or less nnilormly 
throughout I'uioiH', whether France. 
Rouin.mi.'i or Servi.i will have any con- 
sider i Me ^ • l his ot rye for exiiort. The 
deficit in (Tennany therefore cannot be 
filled from any knowti source of stxpply 
on that side of tht? Atlantic ami t eetlect 
of tile sitM;ition upon the rye market lias 
been startling. A year nuo rye sold in 
Berlin tor jier ton of 'J.'-.'4i: pounds. 
On the M of August last the effect of 
the meagre harvest had raised the mar- 
ket price to f.")J.L'l per ton. Then came 
the knssian i-dict and wirhni two weeks 
the jirice liad risen to .ss per ton. Add 
to tliis a short and infe»-ior potato crop 
throughout nearly the whole <.)f 'Ger- 
many, aud it will be seen. Mr. Mason 
says, that the food mie.stion there haa

A Oood Law. 

The l iiil.i hd)or law went into eilcct in 
Ohio, Monday, August 31st. This law does 
not allow minors under fourteen years of 
age to l)e emploj'ed at any kind of labor 
during the time they are required by law 
to go to school. The act also provides 
that children between tweU e and four- 
teen yews ot sge shall at no time be em- 
ployed more than eight hours a day.

The n<)uacycle is a late invention by an 
Indianian named ISaum. A few days ago 
I?anni launched his whel on the AVabash 
ami challenged Captain Walls, of the 
steamer Dauntless, to race with him. In 
the race the aquacycle surprised the 
spectators by its easy and rapi<l i)rogre8s 
over the water. The aipiacyde consists 
of a pair of conical eliptical-shapod cylin- 
ders that are eleven fleet in length, which 
lie in the water and winch are filled w ith 
compressed air. These cylinders are 
twelve inches In diameter, and tie capa- 
ble of sustaining a lifting cajiacity of 1,000 
pounds. They are placed about three 
feet apart, and a nlnatars deck is 

made tlierco!i of the lightest material, 
and on w hich, in the center, is located 
the wheel or motive power. The |tro- 
peller is forty-one inches in diameter, and 
proviile<l with fourteen buckets, which 
revolve rai>idly. The wheel is inclose<l. 
On the outside of the casing are the 
cranks and pe<lals, which are the same 
as in use on an ordinary bicycle. Over 
the wheel a saddle ia provided, and the 
steering apparatus is la fk«it» JobIm In a 
bicycle. ^^^^ 

ForthsFamsr. 

W. B. Cecil, of Boyle County, raised 
:iUO bushels oi wlieat on H acres tiiis year. 
Rome fkfoH County farmen are holding 

their wheat lor .\ lar^'c acreage will 
be sown in that county this fall. 

Charles B. Ecton, of Clark County, is 
cutting a crop of very fine tobacco. He 
planted it three feet by fifteen inches, 
topped it all from eighteen to twenty- 
four leaves and thinks it will make from 
1,.S00 to '2,000 pounds per acre. 

Says the Western Tobacco Journal : 
'• It would be far better to lose a part of 
the crop by jfrost, and save the earlier 
portion of it fully ri]>ened, than to rush 
in and cut the wliole crop green, expect- 
ing it to come out fairly well in the cure. 
Tjiripetobaoeo can never be cured with 

the piupcrties of ripe leal", for the prop- 
erties aud conditions are unlike, and no 
curing, no matter how skilled, ean moke 

the desireil clnmge." 

In answer to the question, " Does sheep 
raising pay ?" Dr. F. Fowler oontributes 

to the Stanford Interior .lournal the fol- 
lowing : " Iu August of last year I bouglit 
sbcty-nine owes at fiJO per bead and 

three SoQthdown bucks at SlO.S^i j)er 
head, making $349 for the entire lot. 
During May I sold 351 pounds of wool 
for $H7.s7 ; in June I sold sixty-one 
lambs and premium of $2.50, and in 
July twenty-three lambs for $72.50, mak- 
ing my receipts for ail, $415.(i2. It will 
thus be seen I made 120 percent, in cash 
on the investment. 1 have left over live 
late lambs, wortli $10 or $12, and one 
Southdown buck lamb worth $10."
